Rabies — Care, Treatment, and Transportation of Persons Bitten by Suspected 
Animals — Counties Authorized to Make Appropriations. (Ch. 384, Act 
Mar. 20, 1916.) 

1. That the board of supervisors of any county may appropriate out of th« 
county funds a sum sufficient for the care, treatment, and transportation of 
any person of such county who has been bitten by an animal suspected of 
having rabies or hydrophobia, if such person is not able to pay such expense. 
Any such person injured as aforesaid may be sent to any hospital or sanatorium 
either within or without this State, at the discretion of the board of super, 
visors to remain such time as said board may determine. 

Common Towels— Prohibited in Public Places. (Ch. 278, Act Mar. 17, 1916.) 

1. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation to place, 
furnish, or keep in place in any hotel, office building, railway train, railway sta-
